AMERICAN WOMEN BUYING WASHINGTON'S TOMB AND HOMESTEAD. 



tsB tomb of Washington, the chamber Id which he 
died, the fields and trees he loved and longed for, 
while At the head of an army and a nation, are now 
within reach of the women of America. It is fit that 
this place, sacred to our whole country, the one spot 
around nhich the rererence of a continent is centred, 
should be kept and tended by the daughters of the 
women who honored him, and whose homes he pro- 
tected. There are few among us who cannot recall a 
grandmother's placid look as she repeated the oft-told 
story of his passing through the villages or the streets 
of our minlnture cities of that day. la some places, 
young girls, draped in white and bearing flowers, 
formed the line through which he walked to the court- 
house. We know how he looked and spoke to them, 
through the bright memory of some dearly loved rela- 
tive, who then stood the youngest among those young 
heads. These are household treasures with us of the 
third generation. Are they not .sufficient to enlist our 
hearts, hands, and time in the work before us? 

Two hundred acres have been purchased by the 
Mount Vernon Association of the women of the Union, 
and possession is to be given as soon as we have paid 
$200,000 for it. Through the exertions of a few women 
in Virginia, who have worked on for years to accam- 
piish their affectionate purpose, the first payment has 
been made. We must come forward to do our share. 
Let every woman interest those around her, and collect 
their subscriptions. In our rich and popular State, few 
will be found, man, woman, or child, who will not 
gUdiy give one dollar towards this dear and sacred 
object. To make the effort successful, we believe it Is 
only necessary to have it generally known. 

Subscriptions, with names, will be received at the 
office of the Mount Vernon Ladies' Association, Cooper 
Institute, Astor Place, and whose P. 0. address is New 
York Oity P. O,, Station D. The names, as proprietors, 
will be registered on the books at Mount Vernon. It is 
hoped that a few months will show our earnestness, 
and give us poasessioo of the estate on t}ie 22d Febru- 
ary, 185». 



Appeal to the Ladies of the State of New York 
for the purchase of Mount Vernon. 

The *' HocNT Vbbnos Ladies' Association or the 
UkiON " has been Incorporated by the State of Virginia, 
and the necessary powers have been given to it, in its 
corporate capacity, to purchase and hold two hundred 
acres of the Mount Vernon Estate, Including the Man- 
sion aiid Tomb of Washington, the Garden, Orounds, 
and Landing, on the Potomac River. 

The sum to be raised for the purchase and future im- 
provement of the property is limited to five huDdred 
thousand dollars. 

A Constitution and By-Laws, under this Charter, 
have been adopted, by which the business of the Asso- 
ciation is to be managed by a Council, composed of a 
Presiding Officer or Regent, and of Vice-Uegents, 
selected one from each State of the Union. 

Miss ANtfA Pamela Cdhhinouam, of South Carolina, 
who for many years has been engaged in this enter- 
prise, and through whose zeal and energy the Charter 
was procured, and present funds collected, has been 
appointed to preside over the Council as Regent. 

The Vice-Regent for the State of New York Is Miss 
Uart Moanis Hamilton, of Westchester County, 



"Any citizen of the United States, from whom the 
Regent, any of the Vice-Regents, the Secretary, the 
Treasurer, or any local board or authorlied agent, may 
for that purpose receive or recognize the receipt of the 
sum of one dollar, shall be a memberof the Association; 
and the payment of the further sum of one dollar, on or 
before the 22d of February, in any year, shall entitle a 
member to attend andvot; at the annual meeting of the 
Association of that year," 

On the 6th of April last, a contract, legally obligatory 
In all respects, was made with the proprietor of Mount 
Vernon, for the purchase of the two hundred acres de- 
sired, embracing the Home and Tomb of Washington, 
Buildings, WbarreS) eto., for two hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Eighteen thousand dollars were paid down in cash. 

Fifty-seven thousand dollars are to be paid on or be- 
fore January 1st, 18M, and the remainder in three 
equal annual installments, on the 22d of February, IgSO, 
18G1, 1862, with the privilege of paying the whole 
amount due, at any time, upon giving 80 days' notice. 

It is the earnest hope of the Association that the pur- 
chase money will all be paid before the next anniver- 
sary of Washington's birth. 

The Vice- Regent of each Slate has been duly empow- 
ered to organize a Board, for collecting funds In the 
State represented by her. The following has been 
adopted for the State of New York, as a simple and 
practical'method, and is now offered for the purpose of 
enabling every one, through its length and breadth, to 
unite in securing this national object, so long desired, 
and so dear to every American heart. What propor- 
tion of the whole sum Is expeeted from our State cannot 
now be named, but it is confidently believed that, if 
necessary, the whole amount would be forthcoming. 

The Office of the Association In the City of New York 
is In the Cooper Ikhtitutb, Astor flace. The Vice- 
Regent will be assisted by a Standing Committoe of 
ladies, by a large number of lady Managers, and by an 
Advisory Committee of gentlemen from different parts 
of the State. 

The lady Managers will be appointed in each county, 
city, and large village, by the Vice-Regent, or by a 
member of the Standing Committee, to collect subscrip- 
tions, and forward the amounts received to the person 
appointing them. 

The funds collected (deducting necessary expenses) 
are to be deposited in the New York Life Insurance and 
Trust Company, until required for the payment of the" 
purchase moneys of the property, to be drawn out only 
on the draft of the Vice-Regent, countersigned by at 
least three of the Advisory Committee of gentlemen. 
The name and residence of each subscriber from one 
dollar and upwards, will be recorded upon the register 
of names, to be preserved among the archives of the 
Association at Mount Vernon. .. . 

Regular meetings of the Committees for consultation 
and business will be held on the first Tuesday in each 
month, at 11 o'clock a.u., at the office in the city of 
New York. The oflSce will be open dally, from 9 a.m. to 
8 P.M., where subscriptions will be received in person or 
by letter, and any further information given.
